Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner agreed that direction of the work request as argued would 
appear to be different from Coughlin, but disagreed that claim 1 itself expresses the same direction of flow. Specifically, 
the argument that the work request originates from the physical node does not appear in the claim, as the limitation 
merely reads "receiving a request for work" and the "mapped back" phrase appears prior to the introduction of the work 
request in the claim. The examiner suggested incorporation the flow of the work request more clearly into the claim. 
Attorney said that it would be considered, but agreement on claim 1 was not reached as of yet..
